SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Mrs. Chairman and Member of School Board: 

I hereby submit for your consideration my twelfth 
report of the Thornton schools. 

The schools opened in September 1930 with the 
following teachers: Mary A. Long, West Thornton; 
Frances E. Braley, Center; Ethel U. Bronson, Mad 
River; and Isabelle M. Kimball, Lyford. 

The following pupils completed the work of the 
eighth grade, namely, Edwin C. Dolloff, Nila Downing, 
Rendall Haynes, Madeline Sawyer, Everett Steele and 
Catherine Uhlman. Most of them entered high school 
in the fall. 

Last year, the Home and Community Welfare 
Committee of West Thornton Grange offered prizes 
for perfect attendance. The result was marvelous. 
The following pupils were not absent or tardy for the 
year, namely, Arlene A. Ames, Thelma M. Ames, 
Floyd E. Boyce, Preston G. Boyce, Edward Haynes, 

Theresa I. Howard, Ruric R. Jordan, Jr., James R. 
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Madison, Madeline Sawyer, Irene Shores, Everett | 
Steele, and Herman A. Wright. There were several 
others who were absent only one-half day. This is 
by far the best attendance record that we have had 
in the schools. The pupils have shown what they can 
do. May the good attendance continue. 

Four transportation routes are maintained as last 
year, namely, one each to Mad River, and Woodstock 
and two to the Center. 

All of the school buildings in use have been paint- 
ed on the inside. One side of the roof at Lyford 
school was shingled and the entry floor repaired, the 
valley leak at Mad River repaired, a wood shed at 
West Thornton built, the Merrill school building 
shingled, leveled and underpinning repaired and a new 
stove purchased for the Center. Owing to the diffi- 
culty in getting the repairs made and not knowing the 
cost, the school board let the outside painting go to 
the last. It became too cold so that the outside paint- 
ing must be done later. 

In case a school is opened on the east side, in place 
of transporting the children, new desks and furnish- 
ings must be purchased for the school building. New 
desks are also needed for Mad River. 

Last summer, Mr. Robbins presented the West 
Thornton school with a large beautiful oil painting of 
a local view. This beautiful picture has been hung in 
the front of the school room. We thank Mr. Robbins 
most heartily for the picture. 

The health examination of the school children was 
made by Miss Addie Bilodeau, R. N., Lincoln. Miss 
Bilodeau did quite a little follow-up work this year 
with the result that many defects were corrected. This 
work was augmented by the generous appropriation 
made by the district at the last annual meeting. 

This year, 1930-1931, there are sixteen pupils who 
are attending high school and six pupils attending ele- 
mentary schools outside of the district. 

The school census, taken last September, showed 
50 boys and 388 girls or a total of 88 children in town 
between the ages of 5 and 16. There were found not 
to be in school three between 5 and 8; one between 8 
and 14 (excused by the school board) ; and 2 between 
14 and 16 (completed the elementary course). 
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From the teachers’ registers, the following data 
was gleaned: 4 school visits by members of the school 
board; 155 by citizens and 124 by the superintendent 
of schools. The total unrepeated registration was 62 
and the per cent of attendance was 93.95. The at- 
tendance was 3.5 per cent better than the previous 
year. This is very gratifying. 

The carrying out the good health program forms 
a main part of the hygiene work of the grades. Good 
health habits are being formed that we feel may carry 
over and become integral parts of life’s activities and 
make for better health and happiness.
